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STEAMER SINKS AT 
THE GOLDEN GATE. 


City of Rio de Janeiro Strikes 
Rocks in Thick Fog—One Hundred 
and Twenty-eight Persons Perish. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
AN FRANCISCO, Feb. 22—[Exclusive Dispatch.] 

A pilot’s attempt to bring in, during a thick fog, 
the big Pacific Mail steamer City of Rio de Janeiro, early 
this morning, led to the wreck of the vessel on Fort 
Point Ledge, Sutside the Golden Gate, and the loss of 
128 persons out of a total of 208 on board. The expla- 
nation of the terrible loss of life is that the vessel sank 
in fifteen minutes after she struck, thus carrying down 
most of the small boats, which still hung on the davits. 

The officers showed great coolness, and the pas- 
sengers behaved well until the bow began to sink sud- 
denly. Then, when it was seen that the vessel was on 
the point of sinking, there was a wild panic. Men and 
women ran screaming to the boats, only to find them 
not lowered. Over one hundred Chinese were huddled 
together below, simply dazed with error. 
jumped overboard and were carried down by the suc- 
tion of the steamer. All about was thick darkness, 
which) probably prevented many from escaping. 

Up toa late hour this evening only ten bodies 
had been recovered, as the tide runs swiftly outside 
where the vessél struck, and it is feared that most of 
the victims will never be recovered. 


PILOT JORDAN’S STATEMENT. 

The reports of the disaster were very copflicting. 
Pilot Jordan declares that they were coming in slowly 
when a thick fog settled down on the water. They 
were going at about six miles an hour, and the tide 
was running out at four miles, an ‘hou 
was to keep on and watch carefully. He could see tite 
lights near the Cliff House and at Fort Point, and he’ 
figured they were well in the stream, when the vessel 
suddenly struck. Capt. Ward asked what should be 
done, and Jordan, judging of the great damage that 
would be done by the jagged rocks, said: “Get out all 
of your boats at once.” , 

Capt. Ward sprang to the starboard and was get- 
ting boats out when the bow suddenly dipped down. 
Jordan rushed from the bridge down to the deck, real- 
izing that the ship was sinking. He helped Mrs. 
Wildman into a boat, and had one of the Wildman 
children grasp him around the neck. Then the vessel 
sank. He thought he went down fully fifty feet. 
When he came up the child was gone. He _ could .see 
nothing of the steamer nor of any boats, so he struck 
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out and was soon able to climb on part 
of the deckhouse on which one Chi- 
nese was floating. After three hours 
they were picked up. 

SURGEON O'NEILL'S ACCOUNT. 

Surgeon Arthur O'Neill was picked 
up with one Japanese and seven Chi- 
nese passengers by the Russian ship 
Harbinger. The eurgeon was not. in- 
jured by his experience, anu he told 
one of the clearest stories of the terri- 
ble disaster. He said: 
was exactly 5:25 o'clock when 
we struck, as I took note of the time 
by my clock. The ship struck with aa 
awful crash, and the blow must have 
torn out her entire side near the bow. 
She sunk very rapidly, and was unde. 
water in such a short time that no or- 
derly effort could be made to launch 
the boats. Almost in a moment the 
ship presented a scene of wild disor- 
der. Nearly every passenger was 
asleep when the ship struck, and they 


only to find no means of escape. 

“When I hurried out on deck Y met 
Quartermaster Lindstrom. He said 
the ship ‘was ashore. I asked where, 
and how much water was under her. 
He said he did not know. Mfs. Wake- 
field and her daughter were on deck 
immediately, and asked me what had 
happened. I said ‘Nothing, except that 
the ship is ashore.’ Then I heard Sec- 
ond Assistant Engineer Brady say he 
could not work the pumps on account 
of water in the engine-room, in reply 
to a question from the chief engineer. I 
looked down into the engine-room and 
was surprised to seo it full of water. 
Almaét immediately all the electric 
lights in the ship went out, and the 
vessel was left in total darkness. 

“In the brief interval before the Rio 
sank, Pilot Jordan endeavored to es- 
tablish some order out of the prevail- 
ing chaos, and ordered the boats 
launched. I hurried aft to the boat to

STEERAGE STEWARD’S STORY. 
LOST SIGHT OF THE CAPTAIN. 
H. Donohue, a, steerage steward, 

gives the following as his experience: 

“I was below decks, but partly 
dreseed, when we struck the rocks.

DR. PARKHURST’S PLAN FOR REAL 
MUNICIPAL REFORM. 
Noted Divine Says Party Ties Should 
Be Severed and Pitfalls Exposed—Gov. 
-Odell Signs Bill Providing a Single- 
headed Police Department. .

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—The Rev. Dr. 
Charies H. Parkhurst, in the course of 
en interview last night on vice in New 
York, the present conditions in police 
, and the outlook for municipal 
reform, sald: 
“IT have long been an advocate 
of a single-headed police department. 
Whether the new chief be personally 
and through his associations, good, 
bad or indifferent, new condition 
will be an improv nt over the old, 
because it will no longer be possible 
either to shift or to evade responsibility 
for the acts of the department. If the 
work of the new chief be well done, his 
will be the credit. If the system of 
corruption and subsidized vice con- 


to shirk his responsibility and the peo- 
ple will know whogve is the fault. 

“But right here, in connection with 
this new law, I want to say that I 
think one fatal mistake has been 
made in Albany and I fear its consc- 
quences will be serious. It was a gross 
error to place in the hands of the 
Governor the power to remove the 
chief arbitrarily and without a hearing. 
The principle of municipal home rule 
is already deeply rooted in New York 
and it ie growing in strength. 

“This city is surely great enough, 
large enough and strong enough to be 
intrusted with the management of its 
own municipal business and its people, 
in my opinion, are certain to resent 
legislation that places such power in 
the hande of the State executive. 

“My fear has been all along that this 

outburst of popular indignation might 
not be sustained until it could be made 
effective at the polls. 
“I have been wondering and giving 
serious thought to the problem, how 
can we continue to appeal to the great 
mass of decent citizenship, regardless 
of party ties, rouse them from threat- 
ened apathy and hold their interest in 
a sustained movement for real munic- 
ipal reform? 

“I have about concluded that we can 
best do it by showing them the periis 
and pitfalls to which their children 
and ours are exposed by the systematic 
toleration and encouragement of the 
most repulsive forme of vice. Insofar 
as I can influence it, that will be the 
direction the campaign of enlighten- 
ment will take from this time forward. 
Once you begin to discuss rival can- 
didates and party policies, partisan 
and factional divisions occur*and the 
splits are likely to widen, but if the 
real conditione that menace our chil-

homestead act. This permite 160 acres, 
or less, of non-mineral public land, sur- 
veyed or unsurveyed, to such qualified 

as shall reside upon and culti- 
vate and improve the land for a con- 
tinuous period of five years, but dis- 
qualifies an entryman who shall own 
more than 160 — of land in any 
State or Territory. A deserted or di- 
vorced wife can become the beneficiary 
of this law whenever she is dependent 
upon her own resources for support;

JAVA COFFES. A transiation of an 
article in a Batavia (Java) paper says: 

“The 1901 crop of Eastward Java cof- 
fee promises little or nothing. Admin- 
fetrators of estates will be contented if 
they get 2% piculs to the bouw. On 
many estates the proceeds of the cof- 
fee will not pay expenses. The imme- 
Giate consequences are obvious. Several 
estates will be Abandoned and sold to 
the highest bidder. On others the ad- 
ginistrator will be replaced by an em- 
ployé, from an economicai standpoint, 
to continue the work and get off the 
trees whatever he can, limiting the 
labor in the gardens to what ie strictly 
necessary. On other plantations, aain, 
the European staff will be considerably 
G@ecreased, especially in ithe Loemad- 
gang district many the employés 
will have to look ow, f* other work. 
It seems hardly possibice. but we are 
assured on good authority that on an 
estate of not less than 9 planted 
bouws the supervision would be exer- 
. @ised by one administrator and one em- 

ployé only. 

“This state of affairs is still made 

by the fact that financial insti- 

tions have little confidence in the 

future ef the produce. It is very dif- 

ficeit to obtain sufficient working cap- 

ital, which is more than ever required 

in the case of unfavorable crops like 
the present.” 

Advices just rece! from Holland 
note that Java coffee crop for 1900 to 
1901 is estimated at 170,000 piculs private 
Java coffee and 110,000 piculs Liberian 
coffee. The Java government crop for 
1991 is reported to amount to 376.000 
Piculs, against 669,000 piculs ‘in 19%. 
Other crops are coming in slowly, and 
the market is therefore firmer.

The two fell into a 
conversation, and on Mrs. Bateman’'s 
stating, in the course of this, that she 
was an American, her fellow-traveier 
sald: “Oh! are you? Then you will 
perhaps be interested to know that I 
own the house that used to belong to 
the Washingtons and am a direct 
descendant of thie family in the fa- 
male line,” Mrs. Bateman was in- 
terested and asked to be allowed to 
visit the place and sketch. Permission 
was readily given, and she was asked 
to accompany her new acquaintance 
at that time. She accepted the invita- 
tion and had a very amusing experi- 
ence in the home of the quaint des- 
eendant of the Washingtons, whose 
husband, she learned, was a saddler in 
a small neighboring town. She begged, 
as a souvenir of her visit, from among 
the quantities of old china in the 
house, some less valuable bit—a sau- 
cerless cup, or cupless saucer, or some- 
thing of that sort. The cup was given 
her, and her hostess was so delighted 
with the sketch made of the house that 
she said: “I think I could find a saucer 
to that cup if you would make me a 
picture just like this.” A bargain 
was thus struck, and the visitor 
brought away cup and saucer both. 
Her hostess stated that t had 
never been a male heir since the Wash- 
ington who came to America. Stainton 
Hall, as it now stands, is only part 
of the original building, two wings 
having been destroyed at the time of 
the Reformation; while the family 
property, which formerly reached as 
far as the eye could see, is now of 
very limited extent.

This, it seems, 
some of them have a reluctance about 
doing, fancying. perhaps, that the agent 
will regard their taking subscriptions 
as an interference with his business. 
This is wholly a misapprehension. In 
‘this contest the agent himeelf is de- 
barred from taking any part. But he 
Wants the canvassing done, just as 
much as anybody. And the more thor- 
oughly it is done the better phased he 
will be. Instead of resenting it as an 
interference, he is more likely to esteem 
it for what it is—a very substantial 
benefit to himself. For, to increase his 
list and insure its permanency is what, 
if be is a sensible agent, he is con- 
stantly striving for. So, the canvasser 
may go to the agent with confidence 
and consult him without hesitation vor 
reserve. He will often be able to help 
her, and whem he can he will do so 
cheesfully and be glad of the chance. 

In the matter of countersigning the 
orders, that is not merely to protect 
The Times against giving credit for 
orders that are not good for anything, 
but it is a courtesy due the agent. It 
enables him to keep track of the sup- 
scriptions in his field, and gives him 
timely notice of the papers he is to pro- 
vide for his patrons, sc that he may not 
be caught with too few. — 

As to turning the orders over to the 
agent and putting him to the trouble) 
of sending them to The Times, that we 
do not approve. The canvasser should 
send them herself. She need not do this 
every day, but she ought to report all 
new subscribers to the agent and get 
his indorsement on the orders. 

When she remits, which should be 
at least as often as once a week, the 
money sent should be at the rate of 65 
cents per mronth for the new subscrib- 
ers that have paid in advance, and 75 
cents per month for the old swbserib- 
ers, if any of them have paid her -in 
advance. 

Canvassers are authorized to assure 
every subscriber, and especially those 
who are already taking the paper, that 
it will be delivered by the regwiar 
carrier or agent in the regular way, 
and that the agent will be just as we!! 
pleased ams though they gave the sub- 
scription directly to him. If it is to be 
collected for monthly, tn the regular 
way, the agent himself will coilect, 
and he will be wholly responsible fo 
the delivery. 

An agreement by an old subscriber 
to continue taking the panrer for a 
specified time does not alter nor in any 
manner affect his relations with the 
carrier or agent. Everything co 
along exactly as before. It merely as- 
sists the canvasser that much in her 
effort to win a prize. It is a kindness, 
that costs absolutely nothing, but 
which may mean a very great deal to 
the recipient.
